Just  six  months  ago  Mrs.  Ferry 
and  I came  to  Pine  Manor.  The 
intervening  weeks  have  been  exciting 
ones  for  us;  we  should  like  to  tell  you 
of  some  of  the  things  that  have  most 
impressed  us  during  our  brief  stay. 

First  of  all,  we  have  found  that 
faculty  and  trustees  are  united  in  their 
belief  in  Pine  Manor’s  future  and  in 
the  feeling  that  our  primary  aim  should 
be  to  offer  two  fine  years  of  liberal 
arts  courses.  The  three-year  courses 
that  we  have  been  offering  are,  there- 
fore, coming  to  an  end  this  year  when 
the  four  students  currently  enrolled 
complete  their  work.  Hereafter,  girls 
who  have  developed  an  interest  in 
nursery  school  training  through  our 
continuing  arrangements  for  practice 
teaching  at  Tenacre  will  be  encouraged 
to  transfer  after  graduation  to  some  of 
the  fine  senior  institutions  that  offer 
such  programs. 

Two  Years  Only,  From  Now  on 
Our  own  faculty  will  concentrate  on 
providing  a two-year  program  in  the 
humanities  and  sciences  second  to  none. 
A committee  of  the  faculty  has  already 
spent  many  weeks  in  a review  of  the 
curriculum  and  we  hope  to  see  some 
interesting  developments  go  into  effect 
next  fall. 


To  Grow  on  Ness  Campus 

This  past  September  Dana  Hall  stu- 
dents moved  into  their  large  new  Class- 
room Building,  located  just  across  the 
hockey  field  from  Grey  Lodge,  along 
Dana  Road.  This  has  meant  that  the 
campus  you  are  familiar  with  has 
been  in  a sense  divided.  Westlea,  the 
new  Alumnae  Library,  and  our  other 
buildings  around  the  pond  and  beyond 
it  identify  what  is  to  be  our  campus 
of  the  future.  There  is  plenty  of  room 
there  for  our  major  buildings,  and  it 
is  a perfectly  beautiful  area,  to  my 
mind  second  to  none  in  New  England 
as  a site  for  a junior  college. 


Our  mam  problem,  of  course,  is  to 
center  our  activities  there  as  soon  as  is 
practical.  One  of  our  early  moves, 
probably,  will  be  to  shift  our  admis- 
sions and  other  offices  up  to  that  re- 
gion. As  soon  as  housing  permits  we 
shall  hope  to  give  up  the  buildings 
farthest  from  our  new  campus,  but 
that  must  wait  upon  the  construction 
of  new  buildings  in  large  part. 

To  Stay  Small 

The  enrollment  this  year  is  234  stu- 
dents. Trustees  and  faculty  are  agreed 
that  Pine  Manor  should  remain  small. 
That  means  a maximum  ceiling  of  be- 
tween three  hundred  and  three  hun 
dred  and  fifty  in  the  years  ahead, 
small  enough  so  that  individual  atten- 
tion can  be  given  each  student. 

Our  current  dormitories  and  dining 
halls  will  not  take  care  of  that  number, 
of  course.  New  construction  and  ac- 
quisition will  be  essential.  In  class- 
room space  we  are  better  situated  at 
the  moment,  for  the  science  wing  of 
Westlea  and  its  large  lecture  rooms, 
the  new  quarters  in  the  Alumnae 
Library  for  general  and  art  study, 
classrooms  for  French  in  Le  Manoir. 
and  facilities  in  Hopekirk  give  us  a 
little  leeway. 

Stressing  French 

Lathrop  was  fully  reactivated  as  a 
center  of  French  activity  this  year.  In 
addition  Le  Manoir  was  made  a French 
house.  Two  rooms  were  converted  for 
classrooms,  and  a third  room  for  dis- 
cussion purposes.  Some  tape  recorders 
were  provided,  and  French  continues 
as  a major  interest  here  at  Pine  Manor. 
In  my  mind  it  is  one  of  the  best 
things  we  have. 

One  of  our  major  problems  here  is 
the  high  cost  of  operating  small 
residence  units.  Some  of  our  current 
houses  take  care  of  fewer  than  ten 
girls.  That  used  to  be  satisfactory  back 
in  the  days  when  maids  were  plentiful

and  their  salaries  were  not  high.  It 
is  less  successful  in  our  current  econo- 
my. The  only  long-term  cure  will  be 
the  construction  of  more  modern  fa- 
cilities when  we  can  get  to  it.  We  have 
taken  certain  intermediate  steps,  how- 
ever, which  I think  may  be  of  interest 
to  you. 

Women  at  Work 

First  of  all,  every  student  now  takes 
her  turn  in  waiting  on  table.  Maid 
service  in  rooms  has  been  reduced,  and 
we  expect  this  general  trend  to  con- 
tinue. While  there  is  nothing  very 
startling  about  these  changes,  for  such 
colleges  as  Smith  have  been  operating 
in  this  fashion  for  many  years,  they 
are  new  at  Pine  Manor.  There  is  much 
to  be  said  for  the  charm  of  the  old 
way,  and  changes  such  as  this  are  not 
being  made  entirely  from  choice.  How- 
ever, it  is  probably  a good  thing  for 
young  women  to  become  familiar  with 
household  duties,  since  most  will  de- 
pend upon  the  services  of  household 
machines  and  their  own  skills  after 
graduation  rather  than  on  the  servants 
that  young  women  could  expect  in  the 
life  of  earlier  generations. 

This  fall  many  students  asked  us  for 
part-time  employment.  Some  wanted 
to  work  because  they  needed  the 
money,  while  others  wanted  the  ex- 
perience. An  employment  bureau  has 
been  set  up  under  Dean  Romig,  and

assignments  in  baby-sitting,  dishwash- 
ing, cleaning,  office  work,  and  the  like. 
The  enthusiastic  contributions  of  stu- 
dent workers  help  the  college  im- 
mensely. 

Through  Student  Eyes 

One  thing  that  will  interest  you  is 
a recent  move  on  the  part  of  students 
to  nominate  certain  campus  leaders  to 
assist  the  Admissions  Office  in  the  role 
of  campus  guides,  presenting  the  col- 
lege to  visitors.  There  is  no  substitute 
for  the  enthusiasm  of  loyal  students. 
They  know  the  campus  intimately,  and 
can  answer  questions  better  than  any- 
one else.  The  fact  that  this  was  a 
voluntary  gesture  on  their  part  was 
very'  gratifying. 

Student  Center  Needed 

One  of  the  major  projects  that  has 
had  to  be  pigeonholed  temporarily 
due  to  the  "tight  money  market”  was 
the  construction  of  a student  center. 
The  trustees  had  proposed  to  build  it 
this  last  fall,  to  replace  the  Stack  that 
is  now  out  dated.  It  was  to  stand  be- 
tween the  indoor  riding  ring  and 
Green  Gables.  Plans  have  been  draw-n, 
and  the  building  will  be  constructed 
when  finances  permit,  but  none  of  us 
are  happy  about  having  had  to  delay 
the  project  as  a student  center  is  much 
needed.

WHY  COLLEGE? 


By  Madeleine  Field  Crawford 


A few  weeks  after  the  opening  of  college  is  a very  appropriate  time 
to  challenge  students  with  the  query  "Why  College?’’  Dean  Crawford, 
late  in  November,  spoke  in  chapel  on  this  theme.  Her  remarks  are 
presented  here. 

Dean  Crawford  joined  the  Pine  Manor  faculty  in  1947 . A graduate 
of  Oberlin,  she  received  her  doctorate  from  Radclijfe  and  spent  a year 
of  study  in  Copenhagen  under  an  AAJJW  scholarship. 


WHY  did  you  COME?  Surveys 
show  that  there  all  too  many 
college  freshmen  who  do  not  under- 
stand the  main  purpose  of  a liberal 
education.  The  reasons  given  for  com- 
ing to  college  range  all  the  way  from 
the  opportunity  to  meet  the  right 
people  — to  having  a home  base 
from  which  to  operate  over  the  week- 
end— to  gaining  a diploma  or  degree 
— to  learning  to  think. 

Understanding  the  aims  of  the  liber- 
al arts  program  in  college  is  probably 
the  hardest  and  the  most  important 
job  for  the  freshman  today.  Certainly 
failure  to  understand  the  main  pur- 
pose and  an  overemphasis  of  the  social 
life  of  the  college  are  two  of  the 
primary  causes  of  failure  of  the  college 
freshman.  In  the  words  of  the  late 
President  Nielsen  of  Smith  College, 
spoken  some  forty  years  ago,  too  many 
college  students  define  college  as  "a 
slice  of  boredom  between  two  week- 
ends.” 

College  Is  Not  an  Extension 
of  High  School 

First  of  all,  let  me  tell  you  what 
college  is  not:  Dean  Robert  Cox  of 
Duke  University  says  that  "college  is 
not  grade  13  in  high  school  ';  and 
Father  Dwyer  of  Villanova  says  that 
"college  is  not  an  advanced  school  for 
children.  ...” 

What  then  is  college  and  what  are 
its  purposes  ? 

''Quick  apprehension,  quick  com- 
prehension, and  quick  action  are  what 
modern  life  puts  a premium  upon  — 
a readiness  to  turn  this  way  and  that 
and  to  not  lose  force  or  momentum,” 
said  Woodrow  Wilson.  To  produce 
individuals  who  can  meet  this  chal- 
lenge is  the  primary  purpose  of  a 
liberal  education. 


In  college  you  should  learn  to  think. 
You  should  meet  complex  intellectual 
problems  and  learn  to  handle  these  on 
your  own.  You  should  get  a disci- 
plined training  of  all  of  your  faculties. 
President  Pusey  of  Harvard  University, 
in  his  recent  special  report  on  Harvard 
College,  says  that  the  chief  purpose 
of  any  liberal  arts  college  should  be 
to  develop  "increased  insight,  wider 
knowledge,  firmer  direction,  and  all 
the  other  qualities  of  mind  and  will.” 

To  Learn  to  Think 

The  programs  set  up  in  the  various 
liberal  arts  colleges  usually  vary  only 
in  minor  details.  All  of  them  enable 
the  student  to  become  acquainted,  by 
sample,  with  the  fields  of  modern 
knowledge;  they  subject  the  individuals 
to  several  kinds  of  mental  discipline. 
This  they  do  by  maintaining  a balance 
between  the  humanities  — literature, 
language,  and  the  fine  arts;  the  social 
sciences  — history,  political  science, 
economics,  and  sociology;  and  the 
natural  sciences  — chemistry,  physics, 
and  biology. 

The  inability  of  the  student  to  un- 
derstand the  primary  aim  of  the  college 
all  too  often  produces  individuals  who 
are  not  disciplined  mentally.  It  is 
this  failure  of  the  students,  more  than 
anything  else,  which  has  given  the 
protagonists  of  a liberal  education 
cause  for  alarm.  It  is  this,  to  my  mind, 
which  explains,  in  part,  the  opinion 
and  attitude  of  the  President’s  Com- 
mittee on  Higher  Education. 

Last  spring  President  Eisenhower 
appointed  a committee  of  some  thirty- 
three  educators  and  leaders  of  business 
to  study  the  problem  of  education 
beyond  the  high  school  level  as  it 
affects  our  national  life.  In  view  of 


the  increasing  numbers  of  young 
people  who  will  be  seeking  education 
at  this  level  in  the  near  future,  this 
is  a very  important  problem.  . . . 

Should  We  Cultivate  an 
Intellectual  Elite? 

Last  week  the  first  report  of  the 
President’s  Committee  was  published 
and  this  was  the  first  paragraph  of  the 
report:  "Our  ideals  and  the  increas- 
ing complexity  of  our  civilization  re- 
quire that  each  individual  develop  his 
or  her  talents  to  the  fullest.  This 
country  will  never  tolerate  the  nurtur- 
ing of  an  intellectual  elite.” 

I think  that  most  of  us  would  agree 
with  the  first  sentence.  Certainly  there 
should  be  opportunities  for  each  and 
every  one  to  develop  to  the  full  his 
or  her  special  capabilities.  Our  demo- 
cratic way  of  life  is  based  on  just  that 
— equal  opportunity. 

The  second  sentence,  "This  country 
will  never  tolerate  the  nurturing  of 
an  intellectual  elite,”  comes  as  a great 
surprise  to  the  protagonists  of  a liberal 
education.  This  would  seem  to  indicate 
the  quality  of  the  education  which  the 
President’s  Committee  feels  should  be 
offered  to  our  young  people  to  best 
fit  them  for  our  peculiar  national  life. 
A liberal  education  — beyond  the  high 
school  level  — as  opposed  to  special- 
ized education,  is  certainly  not  the 
thing  for  everyone.  People  differ  tre- 
mendously and  you  can’t  just  thrust 
higher  education  at  individuals.  There 
are  many  who  have  had  very  little 
formal  education  yet  certainly  belong 
to  the  intellectual  elite  and  there  are 
just  as  many  individuals  who  have  had 
years  of  formal  education  who  still 
do  not  belong  to  that  group. 

In  the  Boston  Sunday  Herald  of 
November  25,  I was  very  pleased  to 
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see  that  this  part  of  the  President's 
Committee  report  was  vigorously  at- 
tacked in  an  editorial.  The  writer  of 
the  editorial  says:  "The  truth  of  the 
matter  is  that  an  intellectual  elite 
formed  the  concept  of  democracy,  kept 
it  alive,  and  is,  moreover,  responsible 
for  nearly  every  progression  we  have 
made  in  science,  art,  and  human  re- 
lations. The  country  not  only  tolerated 
but  applauded  the  constructive  meas- 
ures it  created." 

"Make  Scholarship  an  Exciting  Career” 

In  an  article  entitled  "Better  Men 
and  Better  Mousetraps”  in  the  Novem- 
ber 10  issue  of  the  Saturday  Revien 
of  Literature,  President  A.  Whitney 
Griswold  of  Yale  University  deplored 
the  neglect  of  pure  learning.  He  called 
upon  the  colleges  to  make  scholarship 
an  exciting  personal  career.  He  urged 
the  colleges  to  fulfill  their  functions 
to  create  an  intellectual  elite. 

President  Griswold  does  not  think 
of  the  scholar,  the  intellectual,  as  a 
being  apart  from  ordinary  man.  Many 
are  the  epithets  that  have  been  hurled 
at  the  intellectual,  but  President  Gris- 
wold says,  "He  is  'Man  Thinking.'  He 
is  the  citizen  performing  the  function 
appointed  for  all  citizens  in  a civilized 
state,  a function  without  which  there 
would  be  no  civilized  state.  He  is 
Everyman  apprehending  the  meaning 
of  things.” 

Our  national  tradition  is  rooted 
in  the  idea  that  our  people  shall  re- 
ceive instruction  in  both  learning  of 
intrinsic  and  learning  of  extrinsic  value 
and  make  the  most  of  both,  each  ac- 
cording to  his  ability.  By  intrinsic 
learning,  President  Griswold  means 
pure  learning  and  by  extrinsic  learn- 
ing he  means  useful  knowledge  or 
knowledge  which  can  be  applied. 

"The  national  tradition,  however,” 
he  goes  on  to  say,  "was  founded  by- 
men  steeped  in  learning  of  intrinsic 
value.  Out  of  this  kind  of  learning 
came  the  most  hopeful  system  of  edu- 
cation any  nation  has  yet  conceived. 
The  hopes  of  that  system  are  lagging 
- they  need  to  be  refreshed  at  their 
source.  We  have  neglected  pure  learn- 
ing; we  have  even  slighted  the  inven- 
tion of  better  mousetraps  to  bestow  our 
honors  upon  their  mass  production. 
We  need  them  all  — the  pure  learn- 
ing, the  practical  inventiveness,  and 
the  mechanical  skill  in  proportion  to 
their  values  if  we  are  to  save  our 
civilization  and  ourselves." 

This  year,  here  at  Pine  Manor,  we 
are  reviewing  and  renewing  our  pur- 
pose as  a liberal  arts  college  and  we 
are  revitalizing  our  curriculum  in  ac-

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From  the  Student  Point  of  View 


HUMANITIES  — Cultural  History  of  the  Western  World 


The  Humanities  course  was  offered  first  in  1942  as  an  elective. 
Since  1947  it  has  been  required  of  all  seniors.  Elena  Mather,  ’57,  of 
Saraquay,  Quebec,  presents  for  Bulletin  readers  a student’s  view  of 
this  course. 


Iknovc'  an  old  saying  that  goes  some- 
thing like  this:  "There  is  no  use 
locking  the  barn  door  after  the  horse 
has  run  away." 

Oddly  enough,  this  saying  brings 
to  my  mind  Humanities,  the  course 
that  surveys  the  development  of  West- 
ern culture  and  its  influence  on  our 
civilization. 

Humanities  carries  with  it  unjust 
fears  in  the  minds  of  seniors  who  in 
the  freshman  year  have  had  the  usual 
"hourly  exam  shakes"  and  have  seen 
"so-and-so  who  never  has  to  study, 
now  deep  in  her  books." 

Before  discussing  further  the  barn 
door,  perhaps  the  course  itself  needs 
explanation. 

What  is  Humanities?  In  the  period 
stretching  from  September  to  June, 
we,  the  seniors,  are  given  an  insight 
into  the  growth  of  culture  from  the 
time  of  the  Greeks  and  Romans  to 
nowadays.  We  trace  the  development 
of  music  and  art  through  the  ages.  We 
get  a little  philosophy,  as  in  the  time 
of  Plato  and  Aristotle,  and  a deeper 
survey  of  literature,  both  Continental 
and  English.
